Interesting Facts Gained 
In an Interv iew 
with 
the Fo under o f the City . 


The following bit of early Dixon 
history was the result of an Interview 
enjoyed with John Dixon, the founder 
of our city, two score and seven years 
ago. 
It will be read with interest 
we have no doubt. The locality re- 
fered to by Father Dixon where the 
first house stood has been thougut' 
fully designated by the ladies of our 
city, who lately p laced in the wall 
or the brick building 
which 
now 
stands on the site of th at first house, a 
bronze tablet, 
lettered witb 
the 
p rop er historical facts. 
[Wa give a p icture of the tablet 
herewith! 
. -------1 — 
We give in this issue of T he T e l e ­ 
graph also a 
good p icture of th a t 
first house. The engraving we give 
' was taken from a p ainting by Noah 
1 Brooks, made under the direction of 
* Father Dixon, who gave the artist a 
| m inute descrip tion of the house. 
Mr. Brooks afterwards gained fame 
j as a write of bosks and magazine art- 
iicles 
The first house erected on what is 
now the site of this city, was on the 
lower side of main street, across what 
is now Peoria street, a p art of it being 
on J. M. Crop sey’s lot on the corner 
of main street, and the rest—for it 
was over ninety feet long-running 
into 
Peoria 
street. 
When 
Mr. 
Dixon came here in 183 0, the hewed 
p art of the cabin, or “blook bouse,” 
was built, having been commenced 
by O’Gee, a Canadian half-breed, who 
then owned the ferry here 
across 
Rock river. Mr. Dixon bought toe 
unfinished cabin, and leaving it in 
th a t condition, erected the double 
oabin of rough logs, and subsequently 
finished the “ blook“ (or fort) p art, 
and connected it to the other build­ 
ing by the addition of “sp lit Bhakes.” 
The ohimneys were built of stone, 
p artly on the outside of the house; 
a small lean-to on the north side 
(shown at the left of the p icture) 
was the modest kitchen for the whole 
edifice. 
The house faced the south, being 
p laced on a slight angle to the river, 
and 
directly 
in front ap p roached 
the road from Fort Clark—now Peoria 
then 
the 
road 
was the great 
thoroughfare from the lower p art of 
the territory to the lead mines. 
O’Gee, the half bread Iudiau, above 
referred to, had p ossession of the 
ferrv when Father Dixon oame here, 
but Mr. Dixon rented the ferry for 
one year, and at the end of th at time 
he p urchased It. 
The ferry was at 
the foot of or what is now Hennep in 
street; a scow 
p rop elled by 
p oles, 
thougn a rop e was added in 183 5. 
This ferry was the only crossing on 
Rock River below Rockford, and in 
183 2 it was the oniy one for a greater 
distance than that. 
A t th at tim e Chicago 
was only 
known a.» Furt Dearborn, a frontier 
outp ost, with a few small hutsooilect 
ed abou‘ it.

years after, Father Dixon’s log bouse 
was a house of refuge for the traveler, 
the soldier and the wandering tribes 
of red men. There might have been 
seen on the road from Peoria, a motley 
crowd of travelers, rawboned Hoosiers 
bound 
for the lead mimes, yellow 
breeched Sucker with his boat-shap ed 
“p rairie schooner,” with four cows, or 
six yoke of oxen, the tram p ing hunter 
and trap p er, the surly Pottawofcomie, 
the cunning Winnebago or the treach­ 
erous Sioux, all these were welcomed 
under the hosp itality of the white- 
headed p ioneer whom the 
Indians 
called Na-chu-sa—the white-haired — 
and were made to keep the p eace with 
one another while about the friendly 
fire side of him whom both the red 
and white man loved and resp ected. 
The second house built on the south 
side of the river was built by James 
Dixon, son of John, just back of where 
Exchange block now stands, and this 
house, together with the block house 
on the north side, has disap p eared. 
The original Father Dixon mansion 
was converted Into a tavern in 183 5 
and the “block” p art was occup ied by 
a trader in 183 7. I t was finally des­ 
troyed in 1845, and nothing now re­ 
mains to mark the sp ot where the 
venerable father of our town first set 
up bis fares and p enates ki the Rock 
River valley. 
The shrieking locomotive now thun­ 
ders oyer the bluffs where once the 
buffalo p aused to look on the bumble 
home of the p ioneer; the red deer made 
his lair under the shade of giant oaks, 
which stood in graceful group s where 
now are busy, dusty streets.
